Mr. Furival wished the commi 
sion to order the G. T. P. to treat with 
applicant for damages. The applicant 
wrote asking for damagse, but the 
company refused to do anything in 


the matter. 
Mr. Tate, the solicitor for the G. 
‘l. P., said that the G. ‘TI. P. tracks 


were to be raised to the same height 
as the C. N. R. and the road crossing 
would be raised also to the same level. 
When this was-done there would be 
no damage to the property. 

Mr. Wallbridge, for the applicant, 
said that there had been no grading 
done to the street. 

Mr. Mabee, the commissioner, said 
that it was a point for arbitration

BRITISH SHIPPING 


The overwhelming preponderance 
of British shipping is even more strik- 
ing than the overwhelming prepond- 
erance of British naval might. <A 
reutrn issued by the British Board of 
Trade shows that, despite the prog- 
ress made by certain foreign nations, 
more than one-half of the mercantile 
tonnage of the world flies the British 
flag. Vifty years ago the proportion 
was 56.4 per cent; today it is 59.2 per 
cent. ‘Taking steamships only, the 
Brtiish flag floats from the masthead 
of 60.5 per cent., thus leaving less than 
40 per cent. for the rest of the world 
to share. Here is a table of tonnage, 
which shows the colossal lead of the 
British Empire.

THE HUMAN WASTE PRODUCT 


During the first week of October the 
International Prison Congress will 
hold ,in Washington, District of Col- 
umbia, what is regarded, by, penolo- 
gists as the most important meeting 
in its history. 

Forty-two countries have signified 
their intention of sending delegates. 
The government of the United States 
is to play the part of host, and before 
the conference opens will have car- 
tied the delegates on a two-thousand- 


mile tour.of inspection, to some of 
the largest and most noted American 
prisons and reformatories, 

The conference may be regarded as 
the latest manifestation of that awak- 
ned public interest in crime and its 
punishment which, although still new, 
is already world-wide. The subjects 
to be considered are divided into four 
groups,—penal law, prison administra- 
tion, the prevention of crime and juv- 
enile delinquency. 

In each ‘there will be a presentation 
of conditions as well as by words, 
which makes such a gathering an in- 
ternational exchange, and gives to the 
least progressive and most ignorant 
nation the example and encourage- 
ment of the most advanced. 

The old conception o7 the criminal 
is passing. When a man could be 
hanged for stealing a sheep’ or for 
any one of a score of similar offences, 
the lawbreaker was merely an_ evil 
person upon whom society sought to 
be revenged.

IDEAL CITIZENS 


Then, If Citizens Are on High 
Plane, City Will Be Also, 
Say Pastor 


In an exceedinly interesting ad- 
dress in the First Baptist church, vee- 
terday afternoon, the Rev. F. W. Pat- 
terson, the pastor, drew « sptendid 
word picture of an ideal city; a city 
free from hishonest and corrupted 
government, beautiful in appearance, 
having proper sanitary arrangements 
and regard for the public health, de- 


void of child and women Jabor, with ! 


perfect industrial conditions, and with 
w house for cach family. 


The title of the address was “Ideal |

but what Mr. Patterson 
said could be applied to any munici- 
pality, 


I\dmonton,’ 


In opening, Mr. Patterson drew at- 
tention of the growth of the cities of 
the world in the last 100 years, stat- 
ing that the increase in the population 
of those cities in the past century has 
been greater than in all the previous 
centuries aggregated, and advancing 
his opinion as to the cause. The great- 
er industrial dtvelopment, folowed by 
a proportionate demand for Jabor in 
the cities was largely responsible, 
augmented by the better opportunities 
offered, and the superiority of educa- 
tional advantages in the cities over 
the rural methods. 

Mr. Patterson then drew attention 
to the condition of the metropolis’ 
today, pointing out the effect of the 
short sighted policies adopted in the 
past, naming a few cities, including 
Montreal, Toronto, and Seattle. The 
result of those policies was that the 
cities metnioned and others were over- 
run by private monoply and franchise. 

“There is a great opportunity for 
the western cities to take advantage 
of the experiences of the older muni- 
cipalitics by providing for the future,’ 
said Mr. Patterson. 

“An ideal city is impossible,” he 
continued, “without ideal citizens. In 


this day of government by the people 
a city cannot rise to a higher standard 
than that occupied by the people in- 
habitating it. No conditions can be 
ideal unless there is an ideal people

The speaker then

existing in most cities and stated that 
dishonesy in politics had become 
popular, 

“Tf dishonesty or vice is popular, a 
city must fall far below the ideal,” he 
said, 

Mr. Patterson then dealt with the 
subject of proper housing conditions. 
He contended that the tenement 
‘should not exist in the ideal city. He 
pointed out that im American and in 
some Canadian cities there were a 
great many tenements. they had a 
deteriorating effect upon the home. 
He advocated a house—one 
family’ system wherein every 
owned his own home. Renting a house 
was very unsatisfactory, 

“In Edmonton, I am 
there are no tenements, as they cx- 
ist in other cities,” he said, “and fur- 
ther a tenement could no more txist 
in Edmonton than a devil could in 
heaven.” 

“In an ideal city the inhabitants 
would be properly housed. In the 
home life there are many elements. 
In the ideal city conditions will be such 
that no mother ned work for her live- 
lihood.” Mr, Paterson branched into 
the discussion of women = and _ child 
labor, “It is a calamity when mothers 
have to sally forth to earn their daily 
bread, for it means that her children 
must needs be neglected folowed by 
ill-effects. When a woman has com- 
pleted her household duties, she has 
paid her debt to the state, and society 
has no further demands upon her. In 
the ideal city the fathers and hugbands 
will earn enough to support their 
wives and families. 

“Then, again, in the ideal city, the 
children will not have to win their 
daily bread. They will not be forced 
to enter the industrial or other fields 
until they are old enough and cap- 
able.” 

Mr. Patterson contended that child 
labor was a ruination, and pointed 
out the effects upon the health and 
future welfare of a child who is push-

sweat, shop or as a messenger. 

“Fortunately,” said Mr. Patterson, 
“there is little of that in the western 
Cities.’ 

Speculation and its effect upon -the 
welfare of a municipality was then 
taken up. Mr. Patterson in offering 
his opinion that speculation was dero- 
Satory to the interests of a city or 
community, said it was responsible for 
a redistribution of wealth, which was 
worse than it was before. 

The necessity of proper sanitary ar- 
rangements was discusstd at some 
length, Mr. Patterson going into a 
number of details with enthusiasm. 
Ife suggested that a board of health 
should have all the co-operation pos- 
sible by the civic authorities and the 
citizens themselves in their work of 
bettering heakh conditions, 
in that 


the laws 
should be most 
strict and should be given the greatest 
publicity possible so that the citizené 
would become educated in the proper 
methods,

“Ewery dwelling house shall be pro- 
‘ided with cither a water-closet prop- 
trly connected with the municipal 
system of waterwords and sewerage 
yr if it be so situated that it cannot 

e connected with said systems or any 
abutting street oor lane, it shall be 
provided with a suitable privy, situat- 
ed near the lane in the rear of whe 
_ premises, 

From and atfer the date of the pas- 
sing of this By-Law mo privy shall be 
constructed so as to have what are 
known as ‘Sanitary Pails’ and all priv- 
ies now having or using such recep- 

tacles shall,.on or before the first day 
of October, 1910, be reconstructed so 
as to conform ito the provisions here- 
of. 

| Every privy shall consist of a pit din 
the ground at least four (4) feet in 
depth over which ishall be placed a 
closet which shall rest on the ground 
at least six (6) inches beyond the edge 
of the pit. Said closet shall ‘be ‘so 
constructed and provided with closc} 
fitting doors and windows as to ex- 
elude flies; “he earth, ‘on the outside 
thereof, shall be banked up so to pre- 
vent the entrance of water, and ‘the 
holes in the seat shall be provided with 
hing ged covers,”

NEEDS NO LICENSE 


Judge Taylor Quashed Magis- 
trate’s Conviction for Selling : 
Stationery Without City © 

; License \ 


Judge Taylor today handed out a 
decision in the appeal case Rex. vs 
Gaunt and decided that the conviction 
should be quashed. 

On September 9, 1909, R. G. Gaunt 
was fined $0 and costs by the police 
magistrate for violating city bylaw 178 
and selling stationery without a lic: 
ense. 

Appellant was an agent for the Wil- 
son Stationery Co., of Winnipeg, and 
Judge Taylor found that under the 
Foreign Company’s Ordinance the 
company has power to carry on busi- 
ness in Alberta without a license fee 
being exacted by any municipality. 
Under the charge as it was laid, it was 
the company and not the agent that 
was really fined. Proceeding, Judge 
Taylor, in quashing the conviction, 
states that had the charge been 
against the apellant for selling sta 
tionery on his own account, he might 
have been convicted if he could not 
prove that he was selling for and on 
occount ‘of the company. As soon 
as he proved he was selling under the 
Foreign Companies Ordinance, the 
judge finds, Gaunt had a complete de- 
fence. When he was selling for the 
stationery company, al! appellant had 
to prove was that the Wilson Co. was 
registered under the ordinance and 
it would not be necessary for him 
to prove that he was not the agent 
of any other corporation not so regis: 
tered,
